Doesn’t mean much to the lay read­ 
ers, but it does to the 840 delegates 
to the international convenion of the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Firemen 
and Enginemen now holding its sec­ 
ond triennial convention at the Audi­ 
torium. 
It does to the 88,000 firemen 
and enginemen, too, for “Dad” Leach 
gets his prefix 
because 
he 
is 
the 
founder of the 
order. 
The 
“tallow 
pot” is the synonym used by the men 
in re fin in g to the fireman. 
What a flood of 
memories 
must 
pass through the mind of this vigor­ 
ous pioneer of 
the .railroad 
labor 
world as he daily takes his seat on 
the platform of the convention hall 
and looks down upon the 
840 
dele­ 
gates as they frame laws for the pro­ 
tection of themselves, 
their 
homes 
and families and plan wage move­ 
ments affecting the interests of hun­ 
dreds of thousands of men and mil­ 
lions of dollars. 
W hat a contrast to 
the first convention back in the early 
seventies, when ninety delegates met 
in New York state and made him the 
first head of the firemen’s brother­ 
hood. 
Joshua A. Leach was elected 
grand m aster in 1874 at Port Jervis, 
N. Y. 
He is truly the daddy of the 
firemen. 
Firemen’s Brotherhood 
Is 
“Dad’s’’ 
One Hobby. 
“Dad” Leach, as the boys call him, 
is 74. 
He is vigorous, clear minded, 
well preserv ed. Fie has but one hobby 
—the foremen’s brotherhood. 
In re­ 
turn for his genius for organization, 
the “boys” have seen to it that not 
"inly is he honored as is his due, but 
the material things of life are given 
him in plenty. 
The brotherhood has 
provided a borne for him at Sedalia, 
Mo., and b e j a called to the various 
conventions by popular demand of the 
thousands of firemen, 
who 
shower 
deep affections upon him. 
The eyes of “Dad” Leach light up 
with almost religious ferver as he re­ 
lates the story of the founding of the 
brotherhood. He brought it into light 
in an unfinished house in Port Jervis 
in 1873. Boards were laid across kegs 
>f nails—and he makes affidavit that 
there were nails in the kegs—and a 
coal lamp, given by his wife, provided 
the light to the eleven wielders of tho 
scoop as they sat in the semi-dark­ 
ness and listened to the plans to or­ 
ganize the firemen of the country into 
one great body for 
their 
collective 
benefit. 
And these eleven men knew 
they were not dealing with a long­ 
haired dreamer, for they soon formed 
the first lodge and elected Joshua 
l^cach its president. 
When lodge No. I was formed at 
Port 
Jervis 
it 
seemed 
to 
inspire 
Leach with the zeal of a crusader. 
He saw the possibilities and started 
out to make the most of them. 
The 
railroads opposed him. 
He wrent up 
and down the Erie road preaching the 
doctrine of organization to the fire­ 
men. Soon he had organized a dozen 
lodges and when the first convention 
was called Leach was 
the 
natural 
choice for president. He kept up the 
work until he gave way to others in 
later years. 
* 
Basic Principles Still Remain the 
Same. 
Tho most pleasing thing about tho 
big, brotherhood methods to Leach is 
the the fact that it is working along 
he same general linos today as it did 
after he had founded it. 
True, there 
have been many changes in the laws, 
there have been improvements in the 
fraternal and insurance features, but 
the basic principles have not changed 
Leach started out to get better wages, 
improved working conditions and the 
right to contract for the labor of the 
men, the right to represent them as 
an organized body. 
The story of the 
brotherhood’s progress shows that he 
succeeded in all of these things. 
“Dad” Leach likes to tell of the 
days gone by, especially when some 
beardless fire' boy grasps him by the 
hand and tells him that he has “just 
Joined.” 
Dad Leach 
“joined” 
forty- 
three years ago, and he has been a 
member ever since. Movements for a 
basic eight-hour day and time and a 
half for overtime were unknown in his 
time, but he paved the way for them, 
when a fireman got on his engine ho 
worked until the job was done. 
If 
he had asked for overtime he would 
have been discharged. 
“The firemen of today are not like 
the tiremen of my day,” said “Dad’ 
Leach. 
“They 
are 
old 
men at 4a. 
These m onster locomotives sap their 
strength while* they are yet in the 
prime of Lie. 
When they earn their 


right to be engineers then are worn 
oui and then follows 
the 
nervous 
strain when they take the right side 
of the cab. 
The engines of our day 
were mere toys compared wi h the 
‘hogs’ of today. Surely these men are 
entitled to every consideration at the 
hands of the railroads and the pub­ 
lic.” 
Founder Leach Is gratiiied at the 
amalgamation of the four great rail­ 
way brotherhoods in m atters of com­ 
mon concern to them. 
The co-opera­ 
tive working agreements being worked 
out by them was another dream of 
Mr. Leaeh. 
Ile had it in mind the 
dark night the eleven men met with 
him back iii .Port Jervis to form the 
first lodge of the firemen’s brother­ 
hood. 
Later he advocated it and be­ 
lieves that in the not far future they 
will work together on every big mat­ 
ter of interest to them as a body and 
to their membership. 
Leach is looking forward with in­ 
terest to a visit from “Billy” Mack, a 
Denver engineer, who traveled a good 
many miles a good many years ago to 
join the biotherhood. 
The meeting 
resulted in a lifelong friendship be 
tween the two men.

CONTROL GAPES IN CHICKENS 


Little Danger of Trouble lf Youngsters 
Are Kept Off Ground and Out 
of Wet. 


The gapes often cause heavy loss 
in a flock of young chickens. 
If care 
is taken to keep the chicks off of the 
ground aud to keep them cut of the 
wret there need be little danger. Gapes 
are caused by small worms th at fasten 
them selves to the inside wall of the 
w indpipe. They thus obstruct the pas­ 
sage of the air and cause suffocation. 
The gape is a parasite in the com­ 
mon earthw orm . W hen chicks are per­ 
m itted to ru n at large aud especially 
when their runs are on w’et ground 
or w et grass they pick up many earth ­ 
worms. W hen the ground is very wet, 
as after a rain cr even in the m orn­ 
ing after a heavy dew', many of these 
worms come to the surface. The chicks 
pick them up and thus introduce tho 
gapew orm s into their system. 
Some ground th at has long been 
used for chicken runs may become 
badly infested with gapew'orms. 
A 
change of location is advisable. 
Plow* 
up the old range, grow a crop on it and 
in a year or two it will likely be free 
from parasites.—Ohio S tate Univer­ 
sity.
